It is in
every way detrimental to the community that permits it.
jiuici ana cue state ei uunsanu may taint they are de-
riving an important net revenue from the gambling licenses,
but it is certain that if the border cities were run in a more
cleanly fashion the revenues from legitimate tourists by
way of honest trade would exceed the amounts extorted
trom or by criminals. Certainly it gives the average tourist
a poor impression of Mexico, when his trip to a border
town furnishes his sole opportunity to form Judgment, if
he finds conditions as raw as they were in SI Paso 30
years ago.
